DISEASES. 


Hz treatment of Horses must necessarily vary 
| ccording to the nature of the disease with which 
hey are affected; the regimen observe'l should 
end to the diminution of those humors which 
lter the consistence of ie blood, and particu- 
arly in inflammatory complaints, such as Locked- 
aw, Staggers, Surſeits etc. etc. , the Progress of 
(hich is rapid, and the result frequently fatal. 
It is essentially requisite in all disorders to con- 
zult and if possible to assist nature, nourishment 
when seasonably given proves beneficial , impro- 
'erly applied as to time or quantity, it becomes 
ighly detrimental. 
When the appetite of a Horse fails him, when 
us eyes are dul and his general appearance in- 
licates pain, your attention chonld be immedi- 
tely directed to the discovery of the disorder 
1th which he is attacked, or may be threatened. 
Enquire if he has been put up when warm 
vithout a previous gentle excercise , whether 
rhilst hot he has been allowed to drink cold 
ater, of what grass he may have eaten, and if 
in the rainy season whether it had been suffici- 
enjfly freed from moisture, if, in the season when 
andwinds prevail he may not have drank water

On diet for sick Horses. 


Þ an most proper is bran sprinkled with water, 
and given either in this state or with the addition 
of a little gram, and as some Horses refuse bran 
alone, a small quantity of sugar may be added to 
induce them to eat it; boiled rice, dried grass, 
and clean straw may also be safely given. The 
common drink for a sick Horse, should be water 
previonsly boiled, or conjee water, to either of 
which a handful or two of bran may be added. 
A Horse affected with fever should not have 
any thing to eat except a small quantity of dried 
grass or straw, as the powers of digestion are 
necessarily enfeebled; let such Horse drink fre- 
quently , particularly if symptoms of inflamma- 
uon appear; if unwilling to drink, every method 
should be employed to induce him, such as ad- 
ding a little ow to the water, washing his 
mouth with it, putting his nose into it gtc. eto. 
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On venesection or Bleeding

Frequent venesection is necessary in diseases 
proceeding from the nature of the food to which 
the Horse may have been accustomed , from too 
much fatigue, from too little exercise, and espe- 
cially it may prove serviceable in acute disea- 
ter, ſWses when the brain is affected; as it promotes 
tion circulation, renders the blood more fluid, prevents 
braninflammation, and the collecting of humors in 
d toſYany part of the frame.

A Horse being moved with difficulty, purging 


is often attended with more injury than service, 
the medicines, which always remain twenty fou 
hours in the body, and frequently two and even 
three days without effect, may occasion great heat 
in the blood for some time. To purge a thin 
Horse when the blood is heated is highly detri- 
mental, and in general purgative medicines 
should be given with the greatest caution, and

A in the first stages of a disease, it may 
be only discovered from general indications hat 
a Horse is ill, yet by close attention symptoms ma 
be perceived, that will lead to a knowledge of the 
disorder with which he is attacked. These symp- 
toms are, disgust, a wild look, moist eyes, cold ears, 
mouth dry and heated, the head hanging lowdown 
dung hard and of black color, urine clear, red an 
inflamed, eyes frequently looking downwards or 
towards the flanks, a staggering walk, a dull and _

When a Horse shews the 1 of his eyes, it 
indicates great pain; when he stales without put- 
ting himself in the usual posture or when he does 
not draw his penis for that purpose, death is to be 
apprehended. These general symptoms should be 
carefully attended to, and compared with those 
mentioned under the head of each disorder sepa- 
rately treated, and when the nature of the com-

directed page 17. Should a total suppression of 
urine come on, with much fever, there will 
be great danger of the Horse's life; opium in 
these cases has been made use of successfully, 
and may be given to the quantity of an ounce 
per diem. The following clyster may be thrown 
up the rectnm, a strong decoction of prickly pear 
leaves, With the volk of six eggs mixed together 
by degrees. If the Horse begins to stale, add 
to the above clyster three drachms of camphor, 
and apply to the testicles ( which frequently ap- 
Pear mach drawn up) a pultice made of prickly- 
pear leaves, ( [reed from the thorns) oil, and 
some camphor dissolved and weil mixed.

A Horse affected with worms suffers couside-

* treatment ok Wounds must necessarily de- 

end much upon their situation and extent. 
Bieading and low diet may be necessary where 
wounds are very large or deep, but in general 
external remedies will be sufficient. Shoull a 
gangrene take place refer to page 60 for direc+ 
tions. 

To prevent flies being troublesome, bathe the 
parts sorrounding the wound With Gengely ou. 

As a flesh wound requires only to be cicatrised, 
wash it with warm brandy, arrack or wine, then 
apply dry lint, and defend it from the air by a 
plaister of turpentine, or some linen dipped in 
the white of eggs. 


When the wound is to be dressed, the lint 
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which may adhere to its surface should not be 
torn off, but moistened first with warm spirits 
or indeed vater, and if any suppuration should 
come on, it ought to be encouraged by plaisters 
of diachylon or basilicum. 

In cases of hemorrhage, it will be necessary 
to stop the blood, particularly if it flows from 
an artery, this may be known by the blood issu- 
ing by saltation, or apparent pulsation whereas 
the blood from veins flows regularly and is of a 
deeper color. 

Jo stop the issuing of blood from an artery 
the actual cautery may be made use of, or the 
vessel may be taken up by passing a flat waxed 
thread under it by means of a crooked needie 
and making a ligature so as to compress it whol- 
ly : This latter mode is infinitely preferable to 
the cautery. | 

When the bleeding appears to be chiefly from 
the veins, apply a quantity of lint only , or dip- 
ped in some hnely powdered blue vitriol, and if 
a bandage can be made use of apply it firmly.. 

When any nerves or tendons are much inju- 
red bleed the Horse in order to diminish the 
irritation and prevent fever, apply emollient pul- 
tices to the wound such as bread and milk or 
prickly pear leaves boiled in milk, etc. _ 

Should the bone be laid bare in any part, it 
should be carefully defended from the air, and 
if possible exfoliation should be prevented. In 
Wounds occasioned by gun shot, the first step 
is to examine if any extraneous substance re- 
mains in the wound, that if so, it may be ex- 


tracted ; and should there be any sinuses they

I. is not uncommon to observe Horses lame 
without being able to know the cause; frequent- 
ly it may be discovered by careful examination 
that a thorn has entered deeply into the flesh,

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tion. If possible the thorn should be extracted 
by a pair of small forceps or nippers; but if that 
is not practicable, an incision must be made 
on the part so as to expose the thorn when it 
may be taken out. The part will soon heal upon 
tow dipped in warm arrack being applied to it.

If a swelling only makes it appearance it may 
be rubbed with warm arrack and soap to prevent 
its forming an abscess, but if heat and pulsation 
are perceptible, you may be assured that it will 
tond to suppuration, and in that case warm pul- 
tices of brinjal boiled in arrack should be fre- 
quently applied until it be time to open the tu- 
mor; after the tumor has been opened it may 
be washed with equal quantities of arrack and 
honey or syrup, and Trot with powdered 
aloes, laying over the whole a turpentine plaister. 

Horses with round and Hehy withers are 
more difficult to cure than those with sharp 
Ones. : .

sequences of an old standing complaint; bleed 


the Horse, substitute for his gram, boiled rice, 


and in his morning food mix an ounce of liver 
of antimony, which diet is to be continued 
until the complaint be removed. Let the wound 
be dressed with basilicum ointment, to an ounce 
of which add a drachm of red precipitate, or two 
drachms of blue vitriol, 

Where the bone may prove carious, burn the 
calosity, and dress it with lint dipped in spirit 
of wine or tincture of aloes. Never apply in 
these cases ointment, plaisters or pultices. 
Should the potential cautery be preferred to the 
actual cautery in the case of carious bone, the 
following is recommended. 
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Dip a small ball of cotton into strong spirits 
of vittiol and apply it to the caries, or disolve 
two drachms of quick silver in half an ounce of 
aqua fortis , moisten the cotton with it. 

Should sinuses take place in consequence of 
neglect and the matter insinuate itself between 
the shoulder blade and the ribs, the complaint 
will be serious, and a depending opening should 
be made or the sinuses enlarged. To lessen the 
fever which may attend this stage of the dis-ase, 
let the Horse be bled, let his food be diminished, 
and every morning give in it half an.ounce of liver 
of antimony, and in the evening half an ounce 
of sulphurated steel; to each warm mash add an 
ounce of nitre until the danger be removed. 'I'he 
Horse's shoes should be taken off. 

Aſter making the aperture, the Horse's shoul- 
der should be secured in such a manner that it 
may not move, and if the sinus can not be com- 
pleatly opened, shell-lime water should be injec- 
ted into it very often. 

It will be found serviceable in these complaints 
to suspend the Horse as is customary on board 
a ship. 


Of the Poll Exil. 


. poll-evil is an abscess which forms on the 
upper part of a Horse's head, and is produced 
by a blow, or by the hardness of the leather

Should the crupper gall the Horse, let the 
part be bathed with arrack and salt, and to pre- 
vent the same inconvenience, let the crupper be 
opened, and hard grease be put into it, so that 
the leather may be rendered soft.

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Of Complaints to which the Limbs 


of Horses are Liable. 


K of different kinds and aspects make 
their appearance upon the legs of Horses. 

One growing upon the head of the hock cau- 
sed in general by a hurt or blow is called Cap- 
pellet. If recent it may be removed by being 
irequently rubbed with camphorated spirits of 
wine or the sharpest toddy vinegar in which some 
salt and country soap have been dissoNed ; but 
if the tumor is of old standing the actual cautery 
is the only remedy to be relied upon. 

For such small swelilings as arise sometimes 
on the upper part of the hock, or on either side, 
and are soft and not painful, originating in the 
Horse being too much or too little exercised , 4 
red hot iron should be applied on several parts, 
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in points, or crosswise. The same treatment 
should be made use of fer indolent and hard 
tumors which arise on the internal part of the 
Wa rock, except they be natural to the Horse, in 
orse WW hich case, nothing should be done to them. 

It occurs that from extension of the ligaments

Of disorder of the Pasterne. 


I. is very common to see Horses in this country, 
hose feet are corrupted by a sharp watery hu. 
mor which exudes through the pores of the skin, 
beginning at the pasterne which it puffs out as a 
spunge. If early care does not prevent it, the 
swelling will arise as high as the middle of the 
legs. The skin feels flabby and is of whitish 
color, and when the matter is very corrosive, it 
sometimes separates the Foof from the foot. 

Internal as well as external remedies are ne- 

cessary to cure this complaint. 'The Horse must 
have boiled rice in stead of gram, and for thres 
weeks should take every morning half an ounce 
of liver of antimony and in the evening half ag 
ounce of prepared steel. 

Early every morning he should also take

On the operation of Pleeding. 


3 is a common operation, and may be 
performed in cases of necessity Without any pre- 
caution, but where it is not required instanta- 
neously , it were better that the Horse remained 
in the stable the day before, and that he should 
eat boiled rice rather than gram. 

The usual quantity taken upon a first bleeding 
is from three to four pounds, and as a pint of 
blood weighs one pound, a chatty properly mar- 
ked will guiile the operator and give him also 
an opportunity of seeing the quality of the blood, 
by which some information may be obtained 
relative to the disorder which may have made 
its appearance. 

The operation is performed by a fleam or lan- 
cet, but generally with the former, and in the 
veins of the neck, where a bandage can easily be 
applied. A cord must be passed over the neck, 
near the withers, then draw it nnderneath the 
throat and passing one end through a loop which 
Should be made at the other, make the cord 
tight and fasten it with a running knot; the ju- 
gular vein will appear as large as the little finger, 
then lay the point of the lleam rather slanting 
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en the vein at the distance of about four or fire 
ſingers from the jaw bone; let the person who 
holds the Horse's head incline it to the opposite 
side, and press his hand exactly opposite the 
part where the operation is to be performed to 
prevent the fleam slipping from the vein; strike 
the back of the instrument smartly with a small 
round mallet, or piece of wood for the purpose, 
and the blood will flow; should it not flow rf. 
"ut a piece of wood into the Horse's mouth that 
bo may champ it, and by this motion the blood 
will be discharged more abundantly. There is 
no danger of wounding any artery in this part, 
as they are deeply seated, and a pretty E 
eam is preferable to a small one; the instrument 
should be free from rust. 

On removing the cord when a sufficient quan- 
tity has been taken, the bleeding Will stop; the 
lips of the incision should then 4 pierced With 
2 large pin, and drawing them close together 
they should be secured by passing some Horse 
hair round it. x 

When the bleeding is performed on the veins 
of the fore or hind legs, no ligature is required, 
and the blood will stop lowing from the orifice 
upon pressing it a few minutes With the thumb. 

It is sometimes practised to bleed in other parts 
but no particular benefit can be derive from it, 
the jugular vein is to be recommended on all
